The references of the Prior Art of record fail to teach, or suggest any 
obvious combination of the limitations discussed in the previous Office Action, and 
further comprising the limitations of (With respect to claim 8) wherein said gas-piping 
means comprise pair of perforated pipes having two converging ends welded to said 
outlet opening and in mutual contact along respective flattened surfaces, so that their 
profile at said transverse wall substantially matches with the profile of the outlet 
opening.
